Ex-council leader 
shared images of 
children with other 
paedophiles

Former Kingston Council leader Derek Osbourne 
faces prison after he admitted sharing indecent 
images and movies of children with other 
paedophiles. 

The 59-year-old ex-Liberal Democrat leader 
pleaded guilty to seven counts of downloading in¬ 
decent images of children, four counts of posses¬ 
sion and six counts of distributing on or before 
June 10. 

The 5,000 images included “stomach-churning” 
pictures of children as young as three being raped 
or subjected to sexual violence and 152 images of 
bestiality. He also shared 34 pictures and films. 

Osbourne was told by Recorder of Westminster 
Alistair McCreath, at Southwark Crown Court on 
Tuesday, that a prison sentence was a “virtual cer¬ 
tainty”. 

Prosecutor Peter Zinner said: “The case is signifi¬ 
cantly aggravated by virtue of the fact material was 
shared with or distributed to other paedophiles.” 

Osbourne, wearing a dark blue suit and pink 
shirt, showed no emotion as he admitted the 
charges. 

He was released on bail and will be sentenced on 
October 29 and faces between two and five years in 
custody. 

Judge Alistair McCreath said he did not want to 
give Osbourne “false hope” that he would be spared 
prison. 

He said: “I have to give you the firmest of warn¬ 
ings that the position you are in, having committed 
these offences in the volume you have done, it 
makes it a virtual certainty that a prison sentence 
will follow.” 

Acting Detective Chief Inspector Keith Braith- 
waite said: “His actions have inevitably contributed 
to the destruction of many victims’ childhoods.” 

Osbourne was arrested at his home in Burling¬ 
ton Road, New Malden, on June 11, and resigned 
from the Lib Dems and the council leadership by 
answer machine message the following day.

Residents and businesses close to 
Kingston’s notorious fatberg re¬ 
pairs have reacted with anguish at 
the news it will take a further five 
months to fix the problem. 

Engineers for Thames Water have 
been pumping fat out of the sewer 
beneath London Road since early 
August, following the discovery of 
a 15-tonne mass large enough to fill 
a double decker bus. 

But last week the company an¬ 
nounced it had discovered further 
damage to pipes beneath Cam¬ 
bridge Road and Asda supermar¬ 
ket, as fresh fat continues to pour in 
to the borough’s drains. 

It means the repairs, which have 
blocked off half of London Road, 
causing long traffic jams, will con¬ 
tinue until the new year, and be ex¬ 
tended in to Cambridge Road.

corner of London Road and Cam¬ 
bridge Road, was dismayed. 

He said: “They will have to get 
their skates on. 

“It is vital for businesses and resi¬ 
dents around here the work is com¬ 
pleted as soon as possible because 
we have had enough of it. Now the 
schools are back the traffic is an or¬ 
deal. 

“I’m extremely worried. It is a 
quiet time of year and it will be 
even quieter because of this.

But Thames Water I 
spokesman said the 2009 
works were to install a new 
surface water drain, and had 
nothing to do with the sewer 
system. 

He said: “The weight of fat, 
in the pipes has pushed the I 
sewer pipe down into the soft' 
subsoil. 


“We need to replace these brick 
sewers with newer more robust 
pipes. 

“This will bring the network back 
into proper working order and 
could take up to a further five 
months to complete. 

“We need everyone to treat these 
^ sewers better. 

“And that means one thing: Bin 
Ait - don’t block it.” 



Work to transform market place begins 


Work has begun on a revamp of 
Kingston’s Ancient Market 
Place that will ultimately see 
the historic site converted into 
a haven for foodies. 

Contractor Balfour Beatty will 
have transformed the market 
place into a “high quality offer 
in an attractive setting” by 
March next year, according to 
town centre managers 
Kingstonfirst.

“However, we will be working 
closely with Balfour Beatty to 
ensure that this disruption is 
kept to the absolute minimum.” 

When finished, the market 
will sell only hot and cold 
food - a controversial move that 
drew criticism when three 
non-food stall holders were 
evicted for not fitting in with 
the vision.

‘Culture of denial in NHS’ 


The CQC was heavily criti¬ 
cised earlier this year for fail¬ 
ing to make sure standards 
were enforced at Furness 
General Hospital, leading to 
allegations of a cover-up. 

A spokesman said: “Over 
the last few months, CQC has 
made a number of changes to 
the way it inspects hospitals. 

“This includes greater use 
of professional experts and 
also experts-by-experience, 
trained members of the pub¬ 
lic with experience of using 
services. 

“The current inspections - 


including that of Kingston 
Hospital - are a robust and 
credible process, but are fo¬ 
cused on specific areas of the 
hospital where risks have 
been identified. The issues 
identified at Kingston Hospi¬ 
tal were having an impact on 
patient care - and need to be 
resolved by the trust.” 

Sir David Nicholson, former 
head of NHS England, said 
this year there existed a “cul¬ 
ture of denial” in the NHS, 
and a “defensiveness and a 
lack of transparency in the 
way we work”.

Kingston Hospital is not provid¬ 
ing “safe and appropriate care” to 
patients in its medical wards, a 
surprise inspection has found. 

A Care Quality Commission re¬ 
port this week said hospital boss¬ 
es must take action after failing to 
meet the key safety standard, 
causing ‘moderate’ impact to pa¬ 
tients. Patients left stranded by 
NHS transport failing to arrive 
and sweltering wards in this sum¬ 
mer’s heatwave, contributed to 
the failure. 

Staffing levels, including 
evenings and weekends, were 
raised repeatedly by workers, but 
not deemed a failure, with the 
hospital saying levels were 
appropriate. 

Hospital chief executive Kate 
Grimes said: “We showed them all 
our rotas and they found us com¬ 
pliant. “We have had a lot of new 
staff come in over the last six 
months or so. 

“We have got some work to do to 
get those staff, and particularly 
the leadership, working well on 
our wards.” Nursing director 
Duncan Burton said: “A lot of pa¬ 
tients will be asleep overnight 
and so there will be less interven¬ 
tion than during the day. 

“We review our staffing levels 
as part of an annual process. 

“We know we are better than 
many hospitals.” 

Accident and emergency 


staffing was adequate, senior 
nurses told inspectors. 

Grahame Snelling, chairman of 
patient involvement group 
Kingston Healthwatch, said: “Ob¬ 
viously it is a disappointing out¬ 
come for the hospital and for staff 
who work there, and clearly it will 
be a concern to patients and their 
families.” 

When inspectors arrived unan¬ 
nounced in mid-July, they found 
the temperature in one office was 
32C. 

One visitor brought a fan for a 
patient because there were not 
enough on the ward, the report 
said. 


A staff member told 
inspectors: “There is no air condi¬ 
tioning, freezing in winter, boiling 
in summer”. 

A lack of volunteers in the 
evenings to give patients their 
meals meant some waited up to 25 
minutes for help with eating, the 
report added. 

Ms Grimes told the hospital’s 
annual general meeting the con¬ 
tract for its transport service was 
under review. 

The hospital passed the other 
key safety standards in safe¬ 
guarding patients from abuse, 
supporting workers, complaints, 
record-keeping, and staffing.

She said: “Replacing the windows is 
very expensive and so we are look¬ 
ing at 

installing blinds that help 
to keep heat out in the summer 
and heat in during winter, as we 
want patients to be as comfort¬ 
able as possible.” 

the windows would cost 
£3.7m, as part of the hospital’s es¬ 
tates plan. 

Almost half of patients on 
Kingston’s medical wards 
have dementia, which pre¬ 
sents a further challenge for 
staff, Ms Grimes said.

The death of a man left co¬ 
matose after being assaulted 
two years ago could lead to 
manslaughter charges for 
his attacker. 

BT engineer Mark Haley, of 
Holmwood Avenue in Chess- 
ington, fell into a coma after 
he was assaulted by neigh¬ 
bour Michael Broom outside 
Tesco in Hook Parade on Au¬ 
gust 21, 2011. 

Broom, of Rhodrons Av¬ 
enue, was sentenced to three 
years in prison in November 
2011, after admitting 
grievous bodily harm with¬ 
out intent. 

But Mr Haley’s death more 
than two years later at the 
Royal Hospital for Neuro- 
Disability in Putney on Au¬ 
gust 28 this year has 
launched a fresh police 
investigation. 

The Metropolitan Police 
confirmed the investigation 
had been referred to its 
homicide and serious crime 
command. 

If the medical reports,

including the postmortem 
examination, prove the in¬ 
juries which Mr Haley died 
of were caused by Broom, he 
could face manslaughter 
charges. 

Speaking through a family 
friend, Mr Haley’s wife Jo 
said she and her sons “really 
appreciate how the local 
community have rallied 
round”. 

She also praised the hospi¬ 
tal for “not just how well 
they looked after Mark, but 
how well they supported the 
family as well”. 

Mrs Haley said at the time 
of the attack: “The commu¬ 
nity has been lovely. Every¬ 
one just cares. It really does 
help. 

“Everyone has been won¬ 
derful and very supportive. It 
does show there’s a bit of 
community spirit.” 

A BT spokesman said: “We 
were very sorry to hear of

the death of Mark Haley. Our 
thoughts are with his family 
and friends at this sad time.” 

The old year-and-a-day

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Partnership plan for 
Inadequate’ college

A women’s college in Surbiton 
has announced plans to form a 
partnership with another institu¬ 
tion to improve educational 
standards. 

Hillcroft College in South Bank 
was issued with an improvement 
notice by the Skills Funding 
Agency (SFA) in March 2012, and 
received an “inadequate” rating 
from Ofsted in December. 

Hillcroft wants to enter into a 
“federation” agreement with an¬ 
other college by August next year 
- whereby some services are 
shared, but each institution keeps 
its separate identity. 

The move comes after the col¬ 
lege was told in May by the SFA - 
which contributes more than 
£1.5m a year to Hillcroft - that 
progress on student achieve¬ 
ments had been “insufficient”, 
and sent in consultants to turn 
things around. 

The college’s response has been 
to pursue a federation with an as 
yet unknown partner or partners, 
and was due to hold its first meet¬ 
ing on the proposal last Friday. 

Principal Michael Wheeler said: 
“This is good news for the college.

“We had a look at our strategic 
direction and made a proposal 
that we should enter into an ap¬ 
propriate federation arrange¬ 
ment by August 2014. 

“We have no idea which federa¬ 
tion model we need or have any 
particular organisation in mind, 
we are just at the beginning of the 
process.” 

A monitoring visit by Ofsted in 
July this year has since found the 
college to be making “significant 
progress” both in its improve¬ 
ment plan and in providing better 
opportunities to accredit learn¬ 
ers’ skills. 


Mr Wheeler said: “We are on an 
upward turn, albeit from a very 
low base. 

“Our long course success rates 
have improved by almost 30 per 
cent, to the extent that they are 
better than some other residen¬ 
tial colleges.” 

Mr Wheeler also insisted the 
college would have considered a 
federation regardless of previous 
poor performance. 

“The issue is one of size. We 
are a small organisation and even 
if it weren’t for any previous 
quality issues I would have 
said federation is the best way 
forward. 

“We have to do the same things 
a large further education college 
would have to do, but we have a 
much smaller staff team. 

“We looked at a whole range of 
different options and models and 
federation was the preferred 
option.” 

The SFA has approved Hill- 
croft’s federation proposal, but 
has warned it will escalate its in¬ 
tervention to stage three - the 
highest level - if it does not see 
sufficient progress.

CCTV could be anywhere be¬ 
tween £9,600 and £27,000 de¬ 
pending on whether a 
wireless option or BT option 
is favoured. 

Conservative leader and 
Councillor Howard Jones 
called for a trial period for 
CCTV at the park. 


He said: “I believe there is 
enough money there and 
enough evidence of antisocial 
behaviour - crimes such as 
drugs and underage drinking. 

“The difficulty is balancing 
the feelings about the commu¬ 
nity being too closely watched 
by CCTV against the serious¬ 
ness of the crimes and antiso¬ 
cial behaviour.” 

Liberal Democrat Council¬ 
lor Simon James said: “If the 


police say this would help an¬ 
tisocial behaviour I would be 
all for it - but I would like to 
hear the police’s opinion.” 

There is already a CCTV 
camera by the car park. 

But Blagdon Road resident 
Sebastian Amos said: “All the 
drug dealers know where it is 
[the camera] and they 
wear their hoodies and 
everything. CCTV is always 
something to look at after an 


event, but it does not tend to 
stop people doing anything.” 

He said he did not think it 
would make a “big difference” 
but would be “a start” if peo¬ 
ple began to get caught and 
fined. 

The installation of CCTV 
will be discussed again at a 
meeting in November.

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What should I feed my cat?

Free feeding, replicates the

T here is a vast choice of cat food 
available so how do you know 
which is best for your cat ? 

The first thing you should look for 
is a complete food. A complete 
food is one which provides all the 
nutrients your cat needs in the cor¬ 
rect proportions which means that 
you need not feed anything else. 
Be careful when looking at small 
tins and pouches as although these 
look very appealing they may not 
be complete and should only be 
fed as an occasional treat, as these 
do not provide your cat with all his 
nutrients. 

Cats' nutritional requirements 
change thoughout their lives, so 
choosing an appropriate life stage 
food is important. Growing kittens 
will need different food to adult 

A food with omega 
fatty acids will help 
promote healthy skin 
and a silky coat. 

cats. A kitten's growth rate is around 
15 times that of the human baby, 
so they need a good quality kit¬ 
ten food with high levels of protein 
and energy for the first 12 months 
of their lives to support this rapid 
phase of growth. At around 1 year 
your cat will reach adulthood. Adult 
foods are available in both wet and 


dry formats. An advan¬ 
tage of dry food is that 
after you have measured 
out your cat's daily por¬ 
tion, it can be left down 
all day so that your cat 
can visit and feed when¬ 
ever he wants. This be¬ 
haviour, known as free 
feeding, replicates the 
way cats' ancestors 
would have fed in the 
wild and is favoured by a 
lot of our pet cats. 

Senior cats also have 
their own specific needs, 
so at around 7 years of 
age, as cats start to show 
signs of aging, move 
them to a senior food. 

One with a joint support system will 
help them to stay active and lower 
phosphorus levels help to protect 
the kidneys. 

What about the lifestyle of your cat? 
Every cat is different and has their 
own individual requirements. Per¬ 
haps your cat lives inside; choose 
a Housecat food that is formulated 
with fewer calories and protein than 
standard adult food, to help pre¬ 
vent weight gain.

In recent years, Austen’s 
work has been updated for 
modern audiences, most 
notably in the 1995 Alicia 
Silverstone comedy Clue¬ 
less, a re-working of Emma. 

Has Luscombe ever been 
tempted to bring Austen up 
to date?

So I must admit I was ap¬ 
prehensive when asked to 
write about the subject of 
pizza. 

Then I thought, hang on - 
this could be an opportunity 
for me to find out more 
J about this flexible food that 
1 has, for much of my life, 

I " passed me by. 

I went to Bakhtiar Shirazi, 
manager of Italian restau- 
| rant Osteria Pulcinella in 

f Twickenham, to learn more. 

I He tells me that at his 
restaurant, one choice was 
1 particularly popular. 

He says: “We serve a pizza 


called Pizza Americano and 
it is our best-seller at Oste¬ 
ria Pulcinella. 

“It has your tradi 
tional ingredients 
of cheese and 
tomato as well 
as pepperoni 
sausages and 
chilli peppers 
on top. 

“So many peo¬ 
ple seem intent 
on killing their 
palate by over-load¬ 
ing their pizzas with too 
much. 

“If you stuff it with too 
much cheese or put so much 
on top that you can barely 
pick it up in your hand, you 
are definitely doing some¬ 
thing wrong.” 

So for someone like me, I 
ask, who will refuse a take¬ 
away pizza on a Saturday 
night, is there any recipe 
that might take my fancy? 



Bakhtiar suggests I try his 
personal favourite the next 
time I pass by his Church 
Street restaurant. 
“For me, the per¬ 
fect pizza is a 
light pizza 
without too 
much going 
on,” he says. 
“My particu¬ 
lar favourite is 
a blend of an¬ 
chovies, capers 
and olives. Lots of 
people like pineapple 
with their pizzas but for me, 
it is not something that 
appeals.” 

I tell him I have tried a few 
different styles but they had 
done little for me. 

How about a more unusual 
type of pizza? What about a 
base that is not afraid to 
“break the rules”? 

He says: “Some people 
quite like a mix of parma 


ham, rocket leaves and 
mozzarella. 

“To me, that is a little out 
of the ordinary.” 

In answering the age-old 
question of does a healthy 
pizza exist, Bakhtiar says: 
“Now that is a very good 
question and the answer is 
that pizza is flexible and per¬ 
sonal to the customer. 

“Anyone can make a pizza 
into anything they want. 

“You can have pizza with 
more healthy ingredients 
such as potatoes of course. 

“But the real answer is 
just to keep it simple, not 
overload with cheese and to 
not have too much of a good 
thing.” 

I am still a pizza-sceptic 
but from this conversation 
with Bakhtiar, my mind has 
been broadened to try new 
and unusual flavours, in¬ 
stead of avoiding them in 
favour of a margherita.

Empty nest syndrome 
is a thing of the past 

Almost a third of parents have an adult child living at home 


The lack of affordable 
housing in Britain is 
increasing the emotional and 
financial burden on parents 
as their grown-up children 
can no longer afford to move 
out, new research has 
revealed. 

A ComRes poll of more than 
1,100 parents with adult 
children aged 21 to 40, 
conducted on behalf of the 
National Housing Federation, 
found that: 

■ Three out of 10 parents 
have at least one adult child 
aged between 21 and 40 living 
at home. 

■ Two-thirds of parents 
with at least one adult child 
living at home say they are 
doing so because they simply 
can’t afford to move out. 

■ Nine out of 10 parents 
with grown-up children 


believe there is not enough 
housing in Britain that people 
can afford. 

While a quarter say having 
grown-up children living at 
home had brought their 
family closer together, other 
parents were not so positive. 
A fifth say having a grown-up 
child living at home has 
caused them stress, and a 
further fifth say it had caused 
family arguments. 

One in 10 parents say 
having a grown-up child 
living at home has caused 
them to fall into debt. 

Parents in higher income 
brackets are more likely to 
have at least one grown-up 
child living at home. More 
than a third of parents, with 
grown-up children with a 
household income of more 
than £30,000, have at least one 


of their adult children living 
at home, compared to a fifth of 
parents with adult children 
with a total household income 
of £30,000 or less. 

More than a third (41 per 
cent) of parents with at least 
one adult child living at home 
say they are doing so because 
the cost of living away from 
home is too high, while a 
further fifth (22 per cent) say 
they are living at home while 
they save up for a deposit. 

National Housing 

Federation chief executive 
David Orr, said: “Empty nest 
syndrome is becoming a thing 
of the past. Rather than 
waving their children off as 
they grow up and move out, 
parents are stuck with kids in 
their 30s still living at home. 
Moving out and setting up a 
family home of your own is a 


normal rite of passage. Yet as 
rents, mortgages and deposits 
continue to soar out of reach, 
it is no longer an option for 
many. 


“We’re delaying adulthood 
for grown-up kids who are 
left stuck in their childhood 
bedrooms. 

“Parents are also trapped, 


unable to move on with their 
lives and benefit from the 
freedom which comes when 
their sons and daughters 
move out.”

Despite its elevated height, 
Captur handles well, with minimal 
roll and good grip. 

The Captur's cabin has a 
functional, yet funky feel, and a 
high up-right driving position, 
which is comfortable and affords 
good visibility; only marred by the 
rear three quarter blind spot. 

Up front there are generous 
amounts of head and legroom and 
the seats are supportive. 

There's plenty of room for rear 
passengers and decent versatility 
from the 60/40 split seat bench, 
while the 455 litre boot has an 
under-floor section for hiding 



valuables out of view. In keeping 
with the rugged lifestyle theme, 
the boot floor is reversible, with 
one side coated with rubber - 
perfect for muddy shoes or other 
messy items. 

Verdict: Renault's new small 
crossover entrant aims to 
combine the best of SUV, MPV and 
hatchback... and succeeds..

poor interior plastics and 
a fidgety low-speed ride 
are the only gripes to an 
otherwise top-notch 
package.
